LUSH PA ST UR ES IN HOT 
MONTHS

For a few months in spring 
and 
early summer native pastures in the 
Southwest usually grow luxuriantly, 
and livestock thrive accordingly. As 
the heat of summer grows, of en in­ 
tensified by insufficient and irregu­ 
lar rainfall, the native pasture grasa- 
e slow up and sometimes dry up, and 
gracing animals quickly show the e f ­ 
fect of Changing from lush, green 
feed to scant, dry feed.
